MERCURY HITS 95 
FOR RECORD MARK 
OF SEPTEMBER 15 


Blowing in from the Middle West 
where more than twelve lives were 
taken, a heat wave struck Gettysburg 
today and at 2 o’clock this afternoon 
the thermometer had reached 95 de­ 
grees, said to be a record for Sep­ 
tember 15 in Gettysburg. 
In August, the mercury never ex­ 
ceeded 99 degrees, although in one of 
the early days this month 93 degrees 
was reached. 
At 8 o'clock this morning, the tem­ 


p e r a t u r e was 74 degrees in the shade, 
and the mercury 
climbed 
steadily 
throughout the day, despite a brisk 
wind. 
Slightly cooler weather is predicted 
for Friday.

FOUR TOURISTS 
INJURED WHILE 
VIEWING FIELD 


Residents Of Columbus, 
Ohio, Hurt When 
Truck Crashes Into 
Car At Howard 
Avenue. 


Four residents of Columbus, Ohio, 
returning from a motor trip to Moft- 
treal, Canada, were hurt when an ice 
cream delivery truck and the large se­ 
dan in which the tourists were riding 
collided on the battlefield this morn­ 
ing. 
The injured: 
Mrs. Walter J. Geigele—fractured 
pelvis, fractured right collar bone and 
laceration of the scalp. 
Mr. Geigele—badly sprained right 
leg. 
Mrs. P. D. Shriner—fractured rib. 
Doctor Shriner—lacerated face. 
W illiam Bell, a battlefield guide, 
who was conducting the Ohian* over 
the field, escaped injury. 
Driver I* Held 
The accident occurred at the inter­ 
section of the Biglerville road and 
Howard avenue, scene of numerous 
automobile collisions in recent years. 
After the crash, state police took 
into custody Harry Nagle, York, driv­ 
er of the truck, pending determina­ 
tion of the extent of Mrs. Geigele’a 
injuries, but he was afterward re­ 
leased when hospital authoritie% an­ 
nounced that the woman was not crit­ 
ically hurt. 
According to slate police, the truck 
hit the sedan broadside, at the in­ 
tersection. 
The 
sedan upset and 
several of the occupant* could not be 
extricated from the wreckage until 
the machine was turned over on its 
side. 
The car, owned by Gegele, wa* be­ 
ing driven by Doctor Shriner. 
The 
guide wa* in the front seat with th* 
driver. 
According tp Geigele, he heard the 
guide warnDocfor Shriner of the road 
crossing as the car approached the 
cross roads.

injury, and the truck wa* only slight­ 
ly damaged. 
The Ohians had spent the night in 
York and came on to Gettysburg this 
morning to tour the battlefield.

Bell was taken as guide 
on

street, and the party was just being 
conducted over the scene of the flrit 
day’s battle when the accident occur­ 
red. 
The Gettysburg ambulance brought 
several of the injured to the hospital. 
Gar Is Damaged 
Several stitches were required to 
close the gash on Doctor Shriner’s 
face. 
All four of the Ohians were 
admitted to the hospital, although 
Doctor Shriner, hi* wife 
and 
Mr. 
Geigele are expected to be discharged 
within a few days. 
Mrs. (ie gele will be compelled to 
stay at the hospital for several week*. 
The Geigele machine 
was 
badly 
damaged and had to be towed in. 
The ice cream truck was able to 
leave the scene of the accident under 
its own power.

Mississippi Valley Has Tempera­ 
ture of Near IOO Mark; 
Schools Are Closed. 


Chicago, Sept. 15.—(AP)—The Mis­ 
sissippi Valle y baked under a hut Sep­ 
tember sun again Tuesday, the mer- I 
cury soaring to within the shadow of j 
IOO degrees in various sections. 
Several deaths were reported and j 
numerous schools were closed due to I 
the heat. 
A* temperature of 96 was reported j 
over most of Illinois, Decatur, Rock­ 
ford, Moline and Aurora, each report­ 
ing a record maximum. 
In Chicago the mercury reached a 
peak point at 94, just two degrees less 
than the warmest of the year.
